The All-Round Champions.

The athletes who fizured conspicuously
in the various championship contests
throoghout the year are now bosy witha
mathematical problem which promises
further bonors to a foriunate few, Rale 15
of the Amateur Athletic Union provides
that prizes shall be awarded each year for
all-round individual excellence in national
championships, and for epecial individual
excellence in certain subdivisions of ama-
teur sport in all championships, national
snd association. Scoring is estimated on
the basis of & points for first place, 3 tor
second and 1 for third in each contest from
Jasuary 1 to December 31, inclusive, of
each year. All championships bave now
been decided for the current year, exoept
those for boxing and wrestling, which are
not calenlated to affect the issue. Notwith-
standing this fact, the official compilation
will not be aunounced until the stipulated
time has expired.

DOK'T WANT PROFESSIONALS,

The English Wheelmen Are Also Objecting
to the Paid Amateurs,

The makers' amateur class is causing the
National Cyclists' Union of England great
annoysuce. They, like the L. A. W, are con-
vinced that their leading racing men re-
ceived compensation from the trade, and at
their March counoil it is proposed to devise
some wWay to classify such men. E R
Turner, & prominent member of the nnion,
proposes the fellowing rules for adoption:

“That no elub, association or individual
promoting any competition whatsoever for
riders of eycles shall be permitted to aceept
the entry of any person who is at the time
or within six months has connected
with the trade of making, selling, or letting
for hire cycles of any sort, unless sueh per-
son be the holder of a licenss permitiing
him to compete with amateurs, which
license must be granted bya » coimn-
Eu'}ae appolated Ly the Council of the N.

MANSFIELD AS KERO.

A Patchwork of Bloody Deeds Elaborately
Set Forth as a Play.

“Nero," which Mr. Mansfield put on last
night at the Alvin, should have n sub-title;
something like this: “Or, Puges From the
Roman Police Gazette.” Tt is alurid chron-
icle of crime, with absolutely nothing ina
literary or dramatic way to excuse its pro-
jection as a play. It lacks dignity, poetry
and true pathos; yet itis a tragedy which
its author, F. Russell Sullivan, probsbly
intends to be eclassieal. Mr. Mansfield is
far too good an actor to waste his talents
upon such tawdry and tiresome stuff,
and even the lsvish expenditure of
mopey upon scenery, costumes and
other nccessories, which as  wusual
marks Mr, Mansfield’s setting of the play,
does not save it from being alternately
tedious and comie—not exactly what one
expecis in :tngedi enacted in Imperial
Rome with one of the Ceesars, even if the
least worthy of them sll, as the central

Te.

Mr. Mansfield as Nero was at times able to
lift the part out of its natural lavel. The
mocking tone of the bloodthirsty Emperor
when he Eninu(] pioturesquely the horrors
of a death in the mn-,'ln order to scare
his favorite Menccrates, was a piece with Mr.
Mansfield's other excellent eflorts 1n the
cynical vein. Mr. Mansfield also brought
out the contemptible cowardice of the royal
butcher with such humor that there was
much laughter,even when daggersand poiron
were in the foreground, Murder is ram-
pantin every act. The curtain is hardly
up before Nero comes in mandlin drunk,
babbling of his latest assassinations, and by
the time the act ends a rival of his in love
is poisoned betore the audience. In acts
IL and IIL the killing is kindly done in the
wings, though the execntions are more or
less carefully described. In act IIL the
nearest approach to a lovable character in
the play, the dancer Charis, dies of poison
suddenly, and lies dead before the audience
for ten minutes There are few of the
dramatis left when the last act comes,
but the author contrives to crowd in a
eouple of suicides before the curtain finally
falls. Of eourse, some of the killings were
weleome; the death of Lysias, for example,
was & relief; but such a deluge of
blood, with nothing to relieve it
but wvile debauchery, could hardir fail
to swamp sny play. There is no honest
love interest, no heroie deed, no genuine
sorrow to call forth our sympathy. Even

is, the presumable hercine, falls into
Nero's arms tar too complacently.

While Mr. Mansfield was powerful at
times, and always & Roman worth looking
#t, for his dress was acenrately magnificent,
his associstes did not seem at home in
classical costumes.

A QUEEN KICKING.

Her Highness iIn Honolula Threatens to
Flop Over to Unelo Sam.

Bax Fraxcisco, Nov. 10.—[ Special ]—A
letter from Honolulu of October 21, re.

bankrupt, the Government employena
have not  been paid for  last
month, the appropriation bill s
not through the second reading
and the Queen and the Legislature are at
loggerheads.

The op-
position, composed of at least 26 members,
will recognize no Cabinet that Is not formad
by one of the majority, and furthermore,
any Csbinet formed must first be submitted
to the members of the opposition.

*“The Queen is reported to have said be-
fore she would acknowledge this prineciple
she would cede the kingdom to the United
States. It is asserted the Legislature will

GIANT ENEMIES T0 HEALTH

And the Measares the State Aunthorities
Are Taking to Combat Them.

HARrRrISBURG, Nov. 10,—The regular
meeting of the State Board of Health was
held this evening. Searetary Lee submitted
bis annual report. It embraced a reference
to the unusual number of outbreaks of con-
tagious snd epidemic disesses, especially
smellpox aod diphtheris, nearly all of
which the board suceeedsd in controlling
Much cf the repert was devoted to & review
of the action of the board with reference to
the cholera epidemic, and a disenssion of
the narrow limita of its usefulness in case
of an actual invasion of the disease, because
of & lack of funds to meet such an invasion.
Reference is also made to the fact of two
lepers being discovered in Philadelphia
during the past year, and the board will
urge upon the national anthorities the mak-
ing of such unfortunates national wards,

In the way of leglslation the board will
urge a sanitary organization of the entire
State which will reach to the rural distriets,
Dr. Lee was appointed a del to the
American Public Health Association, which
meets in the City of Mexico in November.
The board had before it ive loeal outbreaks
of smallpox, three of diphtheria and one of
dysentery during tne last four months, All
of these were preveuted from spreading. A
special meeting of the board will probably
be called to consider the danger of sn iu-
vasion of cholera next year,
